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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Wath. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  duty  and  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  Report 
for  1955,  which  was  again  a  healthy  year. 

The  presence  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  young  service¬ 
men  complicates  the  comparison  of  statistics  with  those  of  the 
rest  of  the  country  and  the  small  population  of  the  district  makes 
conclusions  drawn  from  these  statistics  of  doubtful  value.  The 
number  of  deaths  almost  doubled  and  the  number  of  births  showed 
a  small  increase. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  were  largely  cases  of  measles — 
a  disease  for  which  there  is  as  yet  no  simple  means  of  prevention. 
Due  to  immunisation,  diphtheria  is  becoming  a  clinical  rarity 
and  recently  whooping  cough  is  at  a  record  low  level,  presumably 
due  to  the  increasing  use  of  the  combined  vaccine  for  whooping 
cough  and  diphtheria.  One  looks  forward  to  the  control  of  both 
poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  in  a  similar  way.

In  fact  both  these  infants  died  before 
the  age  of  one  month,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  and 
neonatal  mortality  rate  of  29.4  per  1,000  live  births.

26  cases  of  notifiable  disease  were  reported  during  the  year, 
23  of  measles,  1  pneumonia,  1  whooping  cough  and  1  of 
tuberculosis.

PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Harrogate,  under 
the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  carries  out  any  bacterio¬ 
logical  investigations  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  etc.

Domestic  Help  Service. 

A  scheme  operates  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  to  give  domestic  help.  Assistance  up  to  44  hours 
in  any  week  can  be  provided,  with  priority  to  domiliciary  con- 
.  finements.  The  maximum  charge  is  3/-  per  hour,  but  many  cases 
pay  less  than  this,  the  cost  being  based  on  income  and  family 
expenses.

The  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day  ad¬ 
ministration  of  these  services  by  virtue  of  his  appointment  with 
the  County  Council.  The  District  Welfare  Officer  is  stationed 
at  the  Area  Health  Office  at  Easingwold,  and  he  maintains  full 
co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officer. 


Voluntary  Care  Committee. 

The  Committee  meets  quarterly  at  Easingwold  and  provides 
from  County  funds  assistance  to  persons  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis.  Free  milk  is  provided  to  those  cases  nursed  at  home 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician.

I  hope  that  the  information  contained  in  this  Report  will 
be  of  interest  to  the  Council  as  a  record  of  progress  made  in  the 
area  and  a  help  and  guide  as  to  what  still  remains  to  be  done. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the 
kindness  and  consideration  shown  to  me  since  my  appointment 
and  to  hope  that  my  association  with  the  Council  will  be  a  long 
and  fruitful  one.

At  the  1931  Census,  the  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  the 
Rural  District  was  537  and  the  population  2018. 

At  the  1951  Census,  the  number  of  houses  had  increased  by 
16%  to  623,  and  the  population  by  50%  to  3022.  This  figure 
however,  includes  persons  in  defence  establishments,  and  the 
total  increase  in  civil  population  was  only  2.2%,  to  2061. 

Taking  the  two  factors  together — a  comparatively  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses  compared  with  a  small  increase 
in  the  population — it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  has  dropped.  I  think  that  it  is  true  to  say  that 
overcrowding  does  not  exist  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  1955  shows 
a  civilian  population  of  2559,  an  average  of  3.89  persons  per  house. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

No  new  schemes  of  water  supply  nor  extensions  of  existing 
supplies  were  undertaken  during  the  year.  A  piped  supply  of 
water  is  now  available  to  all  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  area  and 
although  the  very  dry  Summer  brought  problems  to  many  local 
authorities,  there  was  adequate  water  from  all  our  sources. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Council  derive  water  from  6  separate 
sources  and  also  receive  certain  quantities  of  water  from  the  Thirsk 
Waterworks  Coy.  and  the  Ripon  Corporation.  None  of  these 
supplies  are  inter-connected,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  in  the  field 
of  water  supply,  the  Council’s  efforts  should  be  directed  towards 
linking  up  these  separate  schemes.

The  figures  above  include  certain  houses  which  are  served  by  stand-pipe  and  which  do  not  have  a 
piped  supply  in  the  house.  They  are  :  4  at  Asenby,  3  at  Baldersby,  2  at  Dishforth,  4  at  Hutton  Conyers, 
5  at  Marton-le-Moor,  1  at  Melmerby,  5  at  Rainton  and  1  at  Wath. 


From  the  opposite  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  553  houses  have 
a  piped  supply  in  the  house,  representing  85%  of  the  total 
population,  25  houses  are  supplied  by  stand-pipe,  representing 
4%  of  the  population  and  80  houses  11%  are  supplied  from  other 
sources. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  at  the  1951  Census,  it  was  re¬ 
vealed  that  17%  of  properties  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
were  without  the  exclusive  use  of  a  piped  water  supply,  and  this 
figure  was  the  same  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Sources  of  Supply  and  Consumption  of  Water. 

The  Council  derive  their  water  from  3  boreholes  and  2  groups

Water  Analyses. 

During  the  year,  routine  checks  were  made  on  the  purity  of 
water  from  the  various  sources  of  supply.  22  samples  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Laboratory  at  Harrogate  and  21  of  these  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  One  was  unsatisfactory. 

Three  samples  were  taken  from  wells  and  all  were  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory  for  human  consumption. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wath,  serving  the  villages 
of  Wath  and  Melmerby  was  completed  and  in  operation  during 
the  year.  1200  yards  of  new  9”  sewer  and  200  yds.  12”  were 
laid  to  carry  the  sewage  from  Melmerby  to  the  site  of  the  new 
works. 

The  works  are  now  taking  the  drainage  from  53  houses  at 
Wath  and  77  at  Melmerby. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  area  much  remains  to  be  done,  and 
the  Council  have  had  outline  schemes  prepared  for  the  provision 
of  disposal  works  in  all  the  other  villages.  The  list  of  priorities 
agreed  by  the  Council  is— 

1 .  (a)  Baldersby . 

(b)  Rainton. 

2.  Asenby. 

3.  Dishforth. 

4.  Marton-le-Moor. 

5.  (a)  Hutton  Conyers.

At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  had  been  completed  for 
a  site  for  the  works  at  Rainton  and  were  proceeding  for  the  site 
at  Baldersby. 

The  economic  situation  in  which  the  country  finds  itself, 
which  has  led  to  the  increased  loan  charges  to  local  authorities 
and  the  request  that  new  schemes  be  deferred  unless  they  are 
absolutely  essential,  will  no  doubt  mean  that  the  new  schemes 
will  proceed  only  very  slowly. 

HOUSING. 

Council  Housing. 

On  the  1st  January,  1955,  the  Council  owned  92  houses,  18 
pre-war  and  74  post-war.  During  the  year,  4  houses  were  com¬ 
pleted  at  Wath,  3  bungalows  at  Asenby  and  4  bungalows  at 
Dishforth.

The  bungalows  have  met  a  long-felt  need,  the  tenants  in  the 
main  being  men  who  have  worked  for  the  greater  part  of  their 
lives  on  the  land  and  who  have  lived  in  tied  cottages.  I  hope 
that  the  reduction  in  the  Exchequer  grant  for  all  houses  except 
those  classed  as  “  slum  clearance  ”  will  not  stop  the  Council’s 
efforts  to  build  a  small  quota  of  bungalows  in  each  parish  and  also 
that  the  rents  be  kept  at  a  reasonable  figure. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  two  bungalows  were  under  con¬ 
struction  at  Martonde-Moor,  two  under  construction  at  Hutton 
Conyers  and  the  tender  approved  for  four  at  Rainton. 


Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  10  applications  were  received  and  approved 
for  grant  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  8  of  these  appplications  were  in  respect  of  tenanted  houses 
and  only  2  for  owner/occupied  houses. 


Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938. 

An  application  for  grant  under  this  Act  was  received  and 
approved  for  the  building  of  two  houses  at  Melmerby  for  agri¬ 
cultural  workers. 


Rural  Housing  Survey  and  Slum  Clearance. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey,  completed  in  1954,  showed  that 
89  houses  were  in  Category  5,  or  not  regarded  as  being  reasonably 
suitable  for  occupation.  By  the  end  of  1954,  18  of  these  had 
already  been  dealt  with,  leaving  71  requiring  attention.  This 
figure  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government. 

During  the  year  under  review  Closing  Orders  were  made  on 
3  houses,  consideration  was  being  given  to  making  an  Order  on  a 
fourth  and  7  houses  have  been  renovated,  leaving  60  which  require 
future  action. 

I  think  that  it  is  fair  comment  to  say  that  we  have  no  “slums’  ’ 
in  the  district.  There  are  several  individual  cottages  which  could 
be  considerably  improved,  but  it  is  evident  that  a  great  deal  of 
improvement  has  already  been  carried  out. 
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The  1951  Census  revealed  that  50%  of  the  houses  in  the  rural 
district  were  without  or  were  sharing  a  water-closet,  17%  were 
without  a  piped  water  supply  and  a  further  50%  were  without 
a  fixed  bath.  The  position  with  regard  to  water  supply  has  been 
considerably  improved  since  that  date  and  it  will  be  seen  from 
the  following  table  that  improvements  in  closet  accommodation 
and  baths  has  also  taken  place.

It  will  be  seen  that  65%  of  the  houses  in  the  area  have  a  water  closet, 
28%  a  privy,  and  7%  pail  closets.  55%  are  provided  with  a  bath. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Domestic  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  throughout  the 
whole  district.  The  work  is  undertaken  by  a  contractor  on  the 
Council’s  behalf  and  a  fortnightly  collection  from  the  door  is 
provided. 

The  service  operated  smoothly  during  the  year  and  com¬ 
plaints  were  few. 

The  Council  do  not  provide  a  cesspool  or  pail  closet  emptying 
service  as  it  would  be  economically  impracticable. 
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SUPERVISION  AND  INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 

There  are  11  retailers  of  milk  in  the  area,  4  of  whom  enter 
the  district  from  other  areas. 

Meat. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  only  one 
butcher’s  shop.  Most  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  area  is  by  delivery 
van. 

A  small  quantity  of  unsound  tinned  meat  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  during  the  year. 

Ice  Cream. 

Two  licences  were  issued  to  retail  ice-cream  in  the  area.  Both 
dealers  receive  pre-packed  ice-cream  from  large  manufacturers 
and  retail  it  as  received. 

Food  Shops. 

The  shops  in  the  district  are  all  small  village  stores  and  much 
of  the  food  consumed  in  the  area  is  from  shops  outside  the  district 
or  from  traders’  vans  operating  in  the  district.  The  shops  and 
vans  are  generally  satisfactory,  but  the  new  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  which  were  approved  by  Parliament  at  the  end  of 
the  year  will  enable  stricter  control  to  be  exercised  over  both 
shops  and  vehicles. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Inspection  of  premises,  advice  and  treatment  where  necessary 
have  continued  during  the  year.  Complaints  or  evidence  of 
infestation  by  rats  have  been  very  few. 

The  Council’s  operator  has  carried  out  routine  treatment 
of  the  sewer  systems  during  the  year  as  agreed  with  the  Pests 
Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

Although  we  have  no  works  of  note  in  the  area,  17  premises 
are  classed  as  factories.  They  are —
